These 
fleets are incomparably more 
powerful than the Italian Navy. 


Even if the Italian warships 
were all manned by Mussolinis, 
it is difficult to believe that they 
could keep the sea against the 
very heavy odds to which they 
would be exposed, Nothing 
that happened in the war and 
nothing we have learnt since 
leads us to believe that, man 
for man, the Italian’ sailors are 
twice or three times as good as 
the British and French.

F a World War should be fore- 
ed upon us all, it might well 
be that the earliest decisions 
would be reached in the Medit- 
erranean and these decisions 
would bring consequential disas- 
ters upon the Italian armies in 
Abyssinia, Libya, Spain and Al- 
banin..

At the same time an attack will be launched in the Polish Corridor 
and in Silesia. 

Hitler and Goering have decided that if they launched o 
savage and swift attack the democracies will give in and accede 
to the Axis claims rather than have a terrible war. . 

Goering is the most hated man in Italy. His-officers overrun 
the country. They wear two armicts, one the swastika and the 
other with the words “Italian army. These officers treat the 
people with contempt. .°

cannot be detected is no visionary dream. The 


Germans have already succeeded in eliminating 


70 per cent. of the noise of hig 


USE 


ments are operated on the ‘ba 
‘of sound picked up by. suitable 
microphones. Without sound of 
the accepted intensity, our de- 
fence services would he made im- 
potent.‘ 

Night raiders, streaking across 
borders from unknown bases, 
will be able to evade our search- 
lights, because the sound detec- 
tora will never reveal their pre- 
sence. Eliminate the value of 
the searchlight, and the defensive 
planes in the air are powerless to 
find their targets. Clouds or par- 
ticularly dark nights will = give 
the silenced raider immunity he 
has never enjoyed before. 

Should this situation arise, our 
only weapon will be a‘ counter- 
bombing offensive againat the 
enemy. In other words we should 
have to accept the fact that ‘the 
enemy can bomb our ports and 
key cities without danger, and 
cur only form of reprisal would 
be to bomb his bases in turn. 

But, naturally you will ask: ‘Ts 
there such a thing as a silenced 
plane, or fs such a plane feasi- 
ble?” 

For years now we have heard 
of allenced war planes. We heard 
the rumours of silenced planes 
along the Western Front In 1917 
and 1918, : 

Sinco those days the story of 
the sllenced plane continues to 
crop up. Not long ago we got 
reports of a mysterious allenced 
plane flying over Senndinavian 
countries. 

On several oceasions the 
French Government has reported 
that n silenced plane has been 
seen flying over certain sections 
of the Maginot: Line. In another 
instance a Cirrus-engined | Leo- 
purd-Moth, equipped with a Vokes 


silencer, passed over a group of 
observers at the height of five 
hundred, feat. To, a man they 
agreed that had they not looked 
up they would have considered 
that the sound was nothing more 
than that of a motor-car passing 
along a nearby-road, : 
As far back aa 1982 the Ger- 
mans had succeeded in silencing 


high-power engines ‘so well that - 


they had eliminated seventy per 
vent. of the noise. 

If German engineers have suc- 
eceded in completely silencing the 
plane, they have learned some- 


thing about propeller sound and . 


propeller design we have been un- 
able to fathom—or have we? 


The U.S. air services have been 


experimenting with — silenced 
planes for several years. 

time ago they 

for the Curtiss Conqueror 

gine mounted in a Douglas obser- 
vation plane, Flying at full anced 
at 8,000 feet, the plane could not 
he heard from the ground, Later 
they added a new style of cam- 
ouflage and, according to wit- 
nesses, this added baffler made 
the plane practically invialble 
from the ground. 

Great Britain has been experi- 
menting with motor silencers for 
years,’ As a matter of fact, the 
Roya! Air Force had o’fairly ef- 
ficient allencer as far back as 
1918 but the welght of the device 
was prohibitive. 

Whether Germany or Great 
Britnin has solved the problem, 
we do not know. But whoover 
has a silenced plane ts fully ten 
yearn ahead of any other air ser- 
viee, regardless of size, service.

Map Revision 

The thorough revision of the 
political map of Czecho-Slovakia 
implies a considerable dislocation 
of the political forces and in- 
fluence in Central and Danubian 
Europe. Germany has increased 
her political territory by the an- 
nexion of all the Germans having 
belonged to Czecho-Slovakia. But 
this is merely the résultant of the 
historicel and geographical facts, 
which harmonises—the case Ss 
somewhat rare—with the new 
political facts. History and geo- 
graphy have concentrated — in 
Europe this immense mass of Ger- 
mans which have now achieved 
their politicnl union in the Greater 
Germany. 

There has also been a disloca- 
tion of political and economic fn- 
fluences. But this applies, above 
all, to relations between the 
Grent Powers. By her protector- 
ates in Bohemia, Moravin and 
Slovakia, Germany has annexed 
the spheres of influence which 
formerly belonged to France. 
World history records numerous 
cases of auch Huttuations which 
count for a great deal in progress. 

The reactions of France and 
Grent Britain to these events are 
enused in the first place by their 
discontent at the loss of these 
important spheres of influence. 


mY But they have not tuken the same 


form in the nations bordering on 
Czecho-Slovakia, which sre more 
directly affected by the political 
upheaval in that country, England 
and France have failed in their 
attempt to ereate a political block 
for the encircling of Germany, 
which would have also acted 
against Italy, since it is impos- 
sible to isolate Germany, so long 
as she disposes of Ttaly and the 
Imperial relations of the latter. 
With the exception of Sovict Rus- 
sia, all the countries invited to 
adhere—Poland, Rumania, Jugo- 
alavia and Turkey—have refused,

The fact is typical. It (is a 
proof of the increasing political 
influence of Germany and Italy in 
these regions. It also shows that 
these countries do not wish to re- 
new the abortive and unfortunate 
experiment of the.sanctions, which 
will go down to history ‘as a uni- 
que and monstrous injustice 
against Italy. Finally, it proves 
that the idea ‘of collective security. 
is henceforth doomed and that the 
principles of the League of Na- 
tions have ceased to exist in -the} 
conscience of the’ peoples, not- 
withstanding the diminished sur- 
vival of the organisation of 
Geneva. * ane :

cial problem is that of the Italian 
claims on France.

France has still to pay Italy the 
colonial debt contracted under 
article 13 of the Treaty of London 
containing Italy's conditions at 
the moment ‘she engaged in the 
war on the side of the Allies, This 
debt was settled by Great Britain 
by the cession of part of Somali- 
land, It must be settled by 
France who, twenty yeara after 
the war, has ceded no colonies to 
Italy. 

The Italian cluims are therefore 
not improvised. Nor are they the 
result of secret understandings 
between Germany and Italy or of 
the present events’ in Europe; 
they are merely the natural conse- 
quence of the French attitude. 

This is the definite view taken 


by the Italians, and it is necessary 
to realise this in order to under-

Without Passion 

The year 1989 will be dominat-: 
ed by the general problem of col- 
onies und also by the Itato-French 
problem, It should be studied in 
its essentials, but without passion.

ing nations, corresponds to the 
principle of international justice, 
This justice between -pcople is as 
neeessary 1s social. justice. And 
it is strange that the democracies, 
who proclaim their adherence to 
the principles of social justice, 
should remain deaf and hostile to 
the clamours of international jus- 
tice. Utnly fully realises that it 
is very difficult to persuade 
wealthy countries or classes to 
make concessions to poor nations 
and classes. And yet, the demo- 
cracies, reinforcing their intran- 
sigence, proclaim, like France to- 
day, that they will not cede an 
dé will, if, 
necessary, support their refusal 
by armed resistance. They should 
usk themselves this question: is 
it preferable to, lose two or three 
millions of white men, an irre- 
parable disaster, ina war — even 
if victorious—-than to lose a few, 
millions of niggers not cundemn- 
ed to be massacred, but merely 
transferred to another adminis- 
tration? 


Dual Angle
